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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

On 13 July 2005, applicant amended claims 16, 18, 19 and added claims 25 and 
26. Applicant cancelled claim 17. 

Claims 16, 18, 19, 221, 5 and 26 were pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given by Charles Hanor in 
emails and telephone interviews from 25 November through 2 December 2005. 

In the Claims 

Cancel claims 21 and 26. 
Amend claim 16 as follows: 

Claim 16. A method for automated institutional print order processing that 
provides different groups of institutional agents with different levels of editorial control 
over the content of printed products, the method comprising: 

defining format-specifying templates for a set of print products for an institution, said 
format-specifying templates defining the typography and placement of a plurality of graphical 
and textual elements adapted to be populated with individual-indicative content supplied by user 
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profiles and institution-indicative content supplied by institutional profiles associated with said 
user profiles; 

providing a member of a first group of institutional agents with an Internet accessible 
requestor interface for selecting and ordering print products; 
operating -the requestor interface tpT 

determine if thi s is th e first tim ea user profi le has previously been created for said 
member or has accessed the sys tem 

if a user profile has not been previously createdi4-i£-4h e first tim e, creates a 
user profile for said member; 

if a user profile has been previously creatediH s not the first tim e , 
presents said member with selectable- options including: 

allow s th e m e mb e r of th e first group an option -to modify the user 

profile 

-and-an ? 

allows th e m e mb e r of th e first group option to place an order and 

an option to review an and-order^ 
where said order is an order for a print product from said set of print 
products for which said format-specifying templates for said institution have 
been defined and for which the member is authorized; 
d e termin e s if a u se r profil e e xists for th e m e mb e r of th e first group 
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if a us e r profile does not exist for th e member of the first group, 
allows th e m e mb e r of the first group to creat e a us e r profil e by 
d e fining individual indicativ e cont e nt; 
If a user profile do e s exist for the member of the first group, 

allows th e m e mb e r of th e first group to modify th e us e r 

profil e ; 

allows th e m e mb e r of th e first group to ord e r a print product 
from said set of print products for which said format - 
sp e cifying t e mplat es for said institution have b ee n d e fin e d;

generates a previewable representation of the ordered print product that populates 
the graphical and textual elements of the format-specifying template associated 
with the ordered print product with individual-indicative content extracted from the 
user profile of the member of the first group and institution-indicative content 
extracted from an associated institutional profile; 
maintaining audit information related to said user profile, said audit information 

sufficient to identify the date the addition or modification was made, what was added or 

modified, and who made the addition or modification; 

providing a second group of institutional institutional agents with an Internet accessible 

purchaser interface 

operating the r4he-purchaser interface by a member of said second group to 
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allows a m e mber of th e s e cond group to define and modify institutional profiles 
to provide institution-indicative content for the format-specifying templates; 
requiring a member of the second group to view the previewable presentation of the print 
product order by the user prior to processing the print order requests 



Amend claim 25 as follows: 

Claim 25. The method of claim 3418, wherein the Internet accessible purchaser 
interface further allows the member of the second group to view the audit record and allows the 
member of the second group to modify or delete both user profiles and print orders. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 16, 18, 19 and 25. Applicant's remarks in his response of 13 July 
2005 are commensurate with both the original disclosure and the claims as amended. 

New searches were carried out based on amended claim language. 

Claim 16 

Regarding claim 1 : Additional searches show that the prior art of record neither 
anticipates not fairly and reasonably teaches the combination of claim 16, including 
determining if a user profile has previously been created for a member of a first group of 
institutional agents, and permitting the agent to select from various options, including 
updating his profile, placing an order and reviewing an order. This feature, in 
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combination with the feature of maintaining audit information, related to a user profile, 
sufficient to identify the date a profile was added or when the change was made, what 
was added or modified, and who made the addition or modification, and further in 
combination with the feature of operating a purchaser interface by a member of a 
second group of institutional agents and requiring a member of said second group to 
view a previewable presentation of a print product order prior to processing a print order 
request, cannot be said to be taught or suggested by the prior art. 

The closes prior art, Laverty (US 6429947) and Klatt (US 6473760), both 
assigned to ImageX, and SEC filings by ImageX does not teach or suggest the 
combination of steps recited in allowable claim 16. 

Regarding claims 18, 19, 25 these claims depend from allowable claim 16 and 
are allowable for at least that reason.
